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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To enable unbalance correcting operation proper to a dehydration 
unbalance quantity, to be performed by detecting the dehydration unbalance 
quantity through the OFF-time and OFF-frequency of an oscillation-sensitive 
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device with a controller, and by varying an unbalance correcting operation time 
according to the dehydration unbalance quantity. 

CONSTITUTION: By an oscillation-sensitive device 33, impact is arrested, and 
the acceleration of an external box is detected, and when the acceleration 
comes to a constant value or more, then mercury 35 is moved in a crusible- 
shaped case 34 and is separated from an electrode 36a, and then, a contact 
between the electrode 36a and an electrode 36b is turned OFF, and the output of 
unbalance generated on a controller 24 is generated. By the controller 24, 
this output is received, and the means of unbalance correction for turning OFF 
the electrification to a motor 5 and increasing a feed water quantity is to be 
taken. Besides, by buzzing a piezoelectric buzzer 29, the alarm of the 
unbalance may be given. As a result, unbalance correcting operation proper to 
a dehydration unbalance quantity can be performed. 
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
